Interest^ Report by tbe Secretary of 
Agriculture. 


THE SILK CULTURE INDUSTRY. 


Special Attention Being Paid to the 
Insect Pests W hich Affect the 
Vine aud Tree.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 
R eport of Secretary Rusk for the Fiscal 
Year Ended O ctober 16th. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 9th.—The Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture has presented his an­ 
nual report to the President. By compar­ 
ing the prices at Chicago for October 16th 
of 1890 and 1SS9, he shows a marked in­ 
crease in the values of agricultural pro­ 
ducts, especially of cereals. A tabulated 
statement of agricultural exports for the 
last fiscal year, including live animals, bar­ 
ley, hops, potatoes, hay, cheese, eggs, flax 
wool, tobacco, wiues, etc , the old and new 
tariff rates being given for each, indicates 
a material increase in the import duty on 
these articles, and shows each to have been 
imported in considerable quantities. 
The Secretary says that without ignoring 
the effects -of natural causes in enhancing 
values, it is evident that the economic leg­ 
islation ot the last session of Congress has 
directly benefited the farmers, the im­ 
proved value of cereals, as he believed, be­ 
ing largely due to the silver- legislation, 
which, moreover, has lessened the influence 
of Russia and India, our wheat competi­ 
tors in the British market. 
Our increased export trade in cattle and 
animal products—another cause for con­ 
gratulation—he traces to the energetic and 
effective measures adopted for the eradica­ 
tion of pleuro pneumonia and to the grow­ 
ing appreciation at home and abroad of the 
Department's ability to suppress or ef­ 
fectually control contagious animal dis 
eases. He declares that not a single case 
of contagious pleuro-pneutnonia has been 
alleged to exist amoDg American cattle 
shipped to British ports since March last. 
A similar energy has been directed to our 
pork interests. 
The Secretary recommends an inspection 
law, more comprehensive than the present 
one, for all animals slaughtered for inter­ 
state or foreign trade. 
The outlook for the home sugar industry 
is considered favorable. Au analysis by 
the Department Chemist of beets grown in 
various States from seed distributed last 
spring indicate a high per cent, of sugar, 
and pfford what is regarded as conclusive 
proof that large sections of the country are 
adapted to the successful culture of sugar 
beets. The practical results obtained in 
Nebraska and Kansas, he says, demon­ 
strate the foasibility of home-grown sugar 
manufacture. 
In the Bureau of Animal Industry ar­ 
rangements have been perfected for a dairy 
division, the establishment of which was 
delayed somewhat by a lack of necessary 
legislation. Co operation with experiment 
stations has been undertaken on the im­ 
portant lines, including experiments with 
grasses in and regions and a trial of new 
economic plants, a collection of agricult- 
oraLsiatistics of reports of growing crops, 
and of the probably supply of staple pro­ 
ducts in the markets of the world. 
StLK CULTURE. 
The production of raw silk as an indig­ 
enous industry is referred to in not very 
encouraging terms, though its importance 
is emphasized by reference to the imports 
of raw silks, which have largely increased 
during the year. He says: 
‘‘I stated in my last report that in regard 
to silk culture the real question to be de­ 
termined as to the possibility of establish­ 
ing this industry in the United States, is 
tbaT which concerns the reeling of silk and 
conversion of cocoons into a marketable 
thread. While I have looked for assistance 
in the solution of this problem and the im­ 
provement of machinery for reeling silk, 1 
have nevertheless become quite convinced 
that even with such machinery perfected, 
it would be necessary for the manufact­ 
urers to have some encouragement, either 
in the shape of duty on imported raw silk, 
or a bonnty for such as might be produced 
in the United States. 
“ The importance of this subject, and 
the desirability of establishing such an in­ 
dustry, are beyond dispute, and as though 
to strengthen its claim on behalf of home­ 
grown silk, we And a great increase, nearly 
25 per cent, in imports of manufactured 
9ilk during the last fiscal year over the pre­ 
ceding one, the imports of this product for 
the fiscal year ending June 30,1889, beiug 
in value $Í!t,333,229 end for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1890, $21,331.867. Under 
those circumstances, I confess that it would 
be a source of great regret to me to see the 
abandonment of all efforts looking to the 
establishment of silk raising in the United 
8lates, but I cannot but reiterate my con­ 
viction that to all improvement in me­ 
chanical devices which American inge­ 
nuity can bring about, must be added the 
benefit of legislative 
encouragement. 
Should some bill embodying this idea be­ 
come a law during the coming winter, it 
will afford me great pleasure to be the ln- 
airument for executing it. anu creating for 
this industry a brighter outlook than at 
present exists. 
fruit industry. 
“The division of vegetable pathology is 
the first agency in this country to intro­ 
duce the use of fungicides for grape dis­ 
eases, and it is estimated as a result of its 
work that nearly 5,000 grape-growers in all 
parts of the country treated their vine­ 
yards for mildew ar.d b!ack-rot in 1890, 
and tbe amount of fruit saved in this way 
will vary from 50 to 99 per cent, of the 
crop. 
“The laboratory work has been pushed 
forward with vigor, the principal subjects 
under investigation being peach yellow, 
the California grape disease, pear blight, 
cotton disease, bacterial disease of oats and 
so-called ‘rots’ of sweet potatoes. 
“The laboratory investigations of the Cal­ 
ifornia grape disease have been mainly in 
the line of a bactirilogical study of the dis­ 
eased parts of vine, supplemented by inoc­ 
ulation experiments with a view to de­ 
termining the contaminous and non-con- 
taminous Datnre of the malady. Numerous 
facts bearing on this subject have been ac­ 
cumulated, and these will be shortly em­ 
bodied, together with the result of the 
field observations and experiments, in a 
report soon to be published, 
“On May of this year a special agent en­ 
gaged in this work asked, and was granted, 
leave of absence without D3y for six 
months, in order that he might visit 
France, Spain, Italy and Northern Africa 
in search of information that wiii aid him

in his work. For many years the vine­ 
yards of these countries have been ravaged 
by disease, which, according to published 
accounts, is very similar to the one in Cali­ 
fornia. It was claimed that within ihe 
past two years the disease had almost dis­ 
appeared from certain portions of Italy, 
and it was principally to get some definite 
information in regard to that matter that 
the agent desired to personally inspect the 
European vineyards. It is hoped that his 
investigations will enable him to throw 
some light on the best means of combating 
tbe California trouble, which has already 
devastated thousands of flourishing vine­ 
yards, causing losses almost beyond calcu­ 
lation. 
“The peach-yellows work is being prose­ 
cuted with vigor along practically the same 
line followed last year. Some important 
results bearing on the treatment of this dis­ 
ease have been obtained, but as yet they 
are not sufficiently conclusive to warrant 
their publication. 
"Experiments have been made with the 
use of hydrocyanic acid gas under tents as 
a remedy for ihe red scale. In my last re­ 
port a statement was made that the cost of 
this remedy had been greatly reduced by 
experiments made by one of the California 
agents, and further experiments have de­ 
veloped means by which the process may 
be easily rendered more efficacious and tüe 
expense still further reduced. 
“The question of damage of grapes by 
phylloxera in California has been taken up, 
and certain vine-growing regions of the 
State have been visited by an agent, who 
is making te9ts and observations. 
“The division has been appealed to with 
reference to the possible danger of the im­ 
portation of the destructive Florida scale 
insects in California, a matter which has 
attracted a good deal ot attention the past 
season in the latter State. It seems that 
frequent accidental imp irtations of these 
scales, particularly of the purple scale, 
the long scale and chaff scale, have 
been made, but in no case have the 
insects become destructive. It is, there­ 
fore, argued by many that the climate of 
the Pacific coast is not favorable to their 
increase, while others held opposite views 
and are much alarmed. 
“The Department Etymologist is of the 
opinion that while there are some grounds 
for the former belief, we cannot exercise 
too much care in preventing the carrying 
of these destructive scale iusects from one 
section of the world to another. We have, 
therefore, been particularly careful to have 
plants received from foreign countries, and 
to be shipped to different States, carefully 
disinfected before such shipment, aa we 
are very anxious that the department shall 
not be the means of further disseminating 
the obnoxious species. I earnestly recjrn- 
mend that similar precautions be tak n by 
all nurserymen and horticulturists ship­ 
ping plants to other States. 
“In view of the success that has attended 
the importation of the Australian lady­ 
bird to prey upon fluted scale in California, 
pubiic attention has been specially drawn 
to this manner of destroying the injurious 
insects through the instrumentality of their 
natural enemies, but success in any in­ 
stance is not likely to follow without most 
complete ar.d thorough and intelligent di­ 
rection. The entomologists, fully realiz­ 
ing the importance of this question, have 
made various efforts during the year, so far 
as they can be made, with the assistance ot 
foreign correspondents, equally interested 
in the subject, to important desired species, 
and to reciprocating by sending others 
abroad.” 
GENERAL NOTES. 
Encouraging words are spoken with 
reference to flax culture, Secretary Husk 
believing the recent changes in the tariff 
on linens will serve to encourage manufact­ 
urers to provide a market for home-grown 
flax.Irrigation and the artesian supply of 
water are made the subject of special 
reference. 
Reference is made to the forthcoming 
transfer of the Weather Bureau to the De­ 
partment of Agriculture, with a declara­ 
tion of the Secretary’s desire to widen the 
present scope of the bureau so as to increase 
its benefits to agriculture. He also strongly 
insisted on the necessity for a more fre­ 
quent representation of the department at 
meetings of agricultural and kindred soci­ 
eties. 
The possibility of serving the com-grow- 
ers thougnuut the country by extending 
the market for Indian corn in foreign coun­ 
tries has engaged the Secretary's attention, 
with the result that he had appointed a 
special agent abroad having special quali­ 
fications for this duty, to investigate and 
report upon the possibilities of promoting 
the consumption of Indian corn in Eu­ 
ropean countries. 
In concluding the report, he says : “A 
careful review of the events of the past year, 
and a general survey of the agricultural 
field to-day, betokened a marked improve­ 
ment in the condition of our agriculturists 
and promise well for their future well­ 
being.” 
He ends by declaring that he looks for­ 
ward with confidence "to the time when in 
the high quality of its work, as well as 
in the magnitude of its enterprise, the 
agriculture of the United States shall not 
only lead all other industries in this coun­ 
try, but shall be the leader in this great in­ 
dustry of all other countries.” 
BONNY’S VEUsION. 
H orrible Scenes D epicted at the Camp of 
ttarttelot. 
London, November 9th.—The Times this 
morning publishes a three-column signed 
statement from Bonny, who opens hy re­ 
gretting that Barttelot's brother forced the 
disclosure of the painful story. Bonny says 
Stanley only heard of the poisoning sus­ 
picions from him on the 29!h of October. 
Bannv says that Barttelot and Jameson, 
after questioning the Arabs belonging to 
Stanley’s previous expedition as to the fate 
of Pocock aud others, expressed the opin­ 
ion that Stanley would poison anybody. 
He admitted that rumors to that effect 
were current in Europe, but nothing was 
ever proven against Stanley. 
Bonny confirms the report that Barttelot 
asked hitn for a tasteless poison with which 
to remove Tippo’s nephew Selim, with 
whom he had had a quarrel. Bonny hid 
ail the poisons. Barttelot did not make 
further attempts to poison Selim. 
Bonny confirms the statement that Bart­ 
telot deliberately bit a woman. For this 
Barttelot would havebetn lynched if Barry 
had not rescued him. Bonny ha3 not the 
slightest doubt that the boy Soudi died 
from the effects of a kick given him by 
Barttelot. He confirms the statement that 
the Mission boy, John Henry, who acted 
a3 interpreter, died from the effects of 3<j0 
lashes. He did not desert, as stated, but 
was left on the road. The boy was afraid 
to come back, because he had’ sold Bar.te- 
lot’s revolver to procure food. 
The Major recaptured the boy, and had 
him publicly sentenced to be shot, not in­ 
tending to carry, out the sentence. The 
whole camp threatened to desert if the sen­ 
tence was carried out. Barttelot then ex­ 
claimed : “By God, I will give him 300 
lashes.” 
Bonny tells of the unprovoked stabbing 
of Chief Ungunga by Barttelot with a pen­ 
knife. He declares that the best of feeling 
prevailed in the village till the Msjof ar­ 
rived, when be immediately caused tromble 
by extravagant demands and threats. 
Bonny confirms several other reports, 
and tells about the killing of Zanzibari by 
Barttelot, who, after beating the man 
frightlully w;tli a staff, smashed his skull 
with it. Barttelot, he says, projected au 
expedition ot his own to reach Casita and 
net to go to Unyaro. 
Bonny confirms Stanley’s account of the 
murder of Barttelot, except that Barttelot 
had not a cypress staff, but a revolver, in 
his hand, and punched and kicked the 
woman. Bonny justifies the sentence of 
death of the Soudanese soldier, Btirgan Mo- 
homrued, but says that Stanley is correct 
in stating that Barttelot projected an ex­ 
pedition of his own, by which it was 
manned to reach Casati and not to go to 
Unyoro. Bonuy threatened that he would 
enlist the assistance of the Arabs to frus­ 
trate this plan, and therefore it was 
dropped. He never thought Stanley was 
dead. 
With regard to Stanley’s charge against 
him of a lack of initiative, Bonny says he 
is glad that Barttelot’s blood is not on his 
head, as it would have been, had he vio­ 
lently resisted and tried to stop Barttelot's 
doing. Had he done so the whole camp 
would have so execrated the Major that on 
¡the moment of the raising of Bonny’s 
hand Barttelot would have been torn to 
pieces. 
In St. Louis there are no basements 
used as stores, restaurants or saloons. 
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TBE HAYMARKET TRAGEDY. 
Sym pathizers C elebrate the HaugiDg ret 
the A narchists. 
Chicago, November 9th —Armfuls of 
flowers, sympathetic speeches and a parade 
of 2 (XX) people marked the celebration to­ 
day of the third anniversary of the execu­ 
tion of the anarchists. Decorum character­ 
ized all the exercises. The speeches, in 
comparison with the old-time frenzied 
utterances, were mild almost to tameness. 
The weather was cold and cheerless. The 
procession marched through several down­ 
town streets with banr.e's furled and 
draped with crape. 
When the special train reached the 
cemetery the procession was again formed 
and marched past tbe grave?, each society 
as it went depositing its floral offerings, 
until tbe graves were piled high with a 
mass of red and white flowers iu various 
designs. 
The crowd then assembled in front of a 
small platform and listened to speeches. 
George Schmerdinger said the purpose of 
the assemblage was to comemorate the 
murder of their comrades by the machinery 
of capital. 
L. S. Oliver said the memory of the 
noble dead will stir the laboring tnen to do 
and dare, and when that time comes let 
somebody beware. Though scaffolds and 
gibbets were built at every cross road, let 
us have courage, comrades. Onward I 
H. E. Bartholemew, In his address, said 
the excitement over the assassination of 
Lincoln was as nothing compared with the 
influence of the hanging of the anarcniso. 
He eulogized the dead as new John 
Browns. 
THE IRISH FAMINE. 
W ithdraw al of the Appeal for Funds In 
Aid off the Cause. 
N ew Y o r k, November 9th.—The Amer­ 
ican committee for the relief of the famine 
in Ireland has issued a public statement 
announcing that it temporarily withdraws 
its appeal to the American people. The 
statement says that while at the time the 
appeal was issued thore was no reason to 
believe the distress would be relieved other­ 
wise than by American generosity, the 
British Government has been since 
spurred to investigate the matter, and to 
undertake a system of public works in the 
distressed districts, which, by affording 
partial relief, will at least postpone the 
famine. 
The committee has good leason to be­ 
lieve that this sudden activity on the part 
of the British Government is largely due to 
the prompt sympathy and support sponta­ 
neously offered from this country, and ac­ 
cordingly congratulates the American peo­ 
ple on having secured for the sufferers in 
Ireland substantial hope of relief without 
the expenditnre of a dollar. 
It has also been represented by the visit­ 
ing Irish delegates that it would produce 
an interfering element in Irish politics if 
aid in any shape should be sent to Ireland 
by any charitable agency before the present 
resources of the imperilled peasants were 
exhausted. 
The situation of the political parties in 
Ireland is peculiar, and the committee is 
strennously anxious to avoid creating new 
complications by interference of any sort. 
These representations of accredited envoys 
of the Irish people are therefore entitled to 
consideration so long as there is no imme­ 
diate danger of actual suffering by the 
famine. 
When that point is reached, if it does, 
the committee will, with full approval of 
the Irish leaders, renew its appeal. The 
crisis will come about the close of the year, 
and it will then be apparent whether the 
pledges of the British Government are to 
be kept, and whether the relief measures 
provided under its auspices will he ade­ 
quate.

STRANGE STORY. 
Causes W hich Leil to a Young Man’s 
Suicide. 
C h ic a g o , November 9th. — A strange 
story was told vesterdav at the inquest on 
the ’ body of Edward C. Hunt, a young 
pharmacist who last night blew his brains 
out in a saloon. The story is that he was 
lo have been married to-day to a Miss 
Monte Delia McCroskey, said to be the 
daughter of a cattle king in the new State 
of Washington. 
According to the story told by one of 
Hunt's intimate friends, he left his home 
in Garnett, Kansas, a year ago for a trip in 
the West for health. On the road he met 
Miss McCroskey, and their friendship soon 
resulted iu an engagement. Although no 
ceremony was performed they lived to­ 
gether iu Tacoma as man and wife. Hunt 
soon departed for the East, and Miss Mc­ 
Croskey discovered after a while that she 
was about to become a mother. Wishing 
to avert scandal she came to visit friends 
in Iowa and remained there until the child 
was born. It did not live long. The young 
woman then determined to hunt her recre­ 
ant lover up. Coming to Chicago, she met 
him and demanded that he m any her. 
He agreed, the wedding being fixed for to­ 
day.Nothing more was heard of Hunt from 
last Monday until last night, when he 
walked into a saloon accompanied by three 
lewd women. He bought them drinks, 
and telling the bartender he had no money 
offered his overcoat in settlement, saying 
that he wouldn’t need it again. The bar­ 
tender refused to accept it, and withoat a 
word young Hunt whipped out e revolver 
and sent a bullet through his head. He 
has wealthy relatives in Garnett, Kansas. 
CANNED MEATS. 
The Chicago Fackera Decide to lucrea.se 
the Price. 
Chicago, November 9;h.—The Chicago 
packers of canned meats, at a meeling yes­ 
terday, decided to advance prices a quarter 
of a cent per pound because of the in­ 
creased cost of tin under the new tariff. 
They also considered a plan of moving the 
stock-yards and various packing-house 
plants to a point south of the city and 
nearer the latter. After the meeting 
Armonr said the yards will be removed. 
It was shown to be feasible to establish at 
a profit new and greatly improved yards 
and packing-house3, with better facilities 
for handling stock and at a less coat. The 
present yards will be used for other pnr- 
poses. 
AMERICAN HORSE SHOW. 
THe C anadian H orse K oseberry B reaks 
the H igh-Jum ping Record. 
C h ic a g o , November9th.—The American 
Horse Show closed last night before a large 
audience. The feature of the evening was 
a jumping contest between the Canadian 
horse Koseberry and the American horse 
Filemaker. The latter, in attempting to 
make a six foot eleven-inch jump, fell and 
seriously injured his rider, Potter. The 
next attempt was at seven feet one and 
three-fourths inches, half an inch higher 
than Filemaker’s world-heating record, 
made on Thursday evening. Koseberry 
was ridden in excellent form, aud at the 
very fiist trial cleared the poles, the horse 
barely grazing with one of his feet.

It is not known when 
it will be resumed. 
A M urderer H anged. 
Canyon City (Col.), November 9th.— 
Noverio Griego was bango i in the State 
Peni.eutiaiv at 6 o'clock last night for the 
murder of W. C. Underwood at Trinidad, 
last Juue. The execution was tbe first one 
to lake place under the law requiring a 
death sentence to be carried ou within the 
walls of the prison, aud prohibiting the 
press from publishing the account. The 
S ate press, however, disregarded this 
clause in the law. 
The hanging was 
guarded so well bv Warden Lemping that 
it was after midnight before it became 
known outside of the wails. 
Charged W ith Poisoning His YVlfe. 
Chicago, November 9 h.—William Ben­ 
nett, a street car driver, was arrested to­ 
night, charged with poisaning his wife. A 
year or so ago Bennett married a well-to-do 
widow. A 3hort time ago she was ill and 
called in a physician. After taking medi­ 
cine some time it was discovered that in­ 
stead of getting better she was growing 
worse, and an investigation by her friends 
resulted in the discovery that Bennett bad 
been systematically adulterating her medi­ 
cine with carbolic acid. She will probably 
die. 
Jail B reak at Kaunas City. 
K ansas C ity, November 9;h —Seven des­ 
perate negroe3 e;caped from the couniy 
jail this morning by knocking down the 
jailer, who let them out into the corridor 
to empty slops, and taking away his keys. 
He was seriously injured but will recover. 
Five of the prisoners were recaptured dur­ 
ing the day, only one, Peter Jackson, offer­ 
ing resistance. He had the jailer’s re­ 
volver and tried to kill two policemen, but 
was clubbed nearly to death. Green Reed, 
a murderer, and Richard Pendleton, a 
highwayman, are still at large, 
Hiil and the 8enatorship. 
New Y ork, November 9th.—As lime 
goes on it becomes more evident that Smith 
M. Weed's pronunciamento that he, and he 
alone, was to be United States Senator in 
case the Democrats carried the Legislature, 
was made without authority. The Tribune's 
correspondent telegraphs that Governor 
Hill denies having made any pledges to 
Weed.

He was perhaps a trifle more thouchtful 
to day, but it may have been that thoughts 
of the young wife he has soon to leave a 
widow sobered him from his usual careless 
demeauor. The scaffold will oe erected in 
the western end of the jaii. 
An enterprising Toronto manufacturer 
has made the doomed man a present of a 
fine black shroud for the occasion, which 
Burcbell seemed much pleased with. The 
iron weight which will he atlaehed to the 
other end of the rope to be used for the 
hanging alsoarrived to day. it weighs 350 
pounds. 
Bnrchell has received a card from the 
“Colonel.” dated, as before, front Jackson, 
Mich. He still protests that he did tin 
shooting, and not Burehell. The card was 
submitted to au expert and compered with 
Burchell's writing, aud i*e pronounced 
to have been written by the prisoner. ID 
had no doubt about it and no hesitation iu 
saying so. It was an unexpected break in 
what appeared to be at first a very neat lit­ 
tle chain. 
The question now is, will Burehell break 
down? Judging from evidenc-’s shown s 
far, he will not, and when the last moment 
comes his wonderful nerve will not desert 
him and he will be the coolest man pre 
ent. All last night he was occupied ii 
preparing for tbe final scene ami giving di­ 
rections as to the disposal of his worldly 
effecls. Mrs. Burehell is still prostrated by 
the destruction of the last hope of saving 
her husband's life. She remained in her 
room at the hotel all day and gave way to 
frequent bursts of grief She will have one 
more interview with Burcnell before ihe 
fatal day, and the terrible scene which is 
sure to etiiue is something too saciei fur 
anv correspondent to attempt to write of.

THE CITIZEN’S FIRST DUTY. 
The fact that the President of the United 
States the other day left his Executive 
residence and his business and traveled 
several hundred miles to his polling-place, 
for no other purpose than to vote, ought to 
convey to the “indifferent” a lesson. Not 
that his vote would change the result did 
the President go to such pains, but to 
testify to the importance he attaches to 
the duty and the privilege of every Amer­ 
ican sovereign to exercise his right to 
vote, lh e vote of the President is no 
more than that of any other elector, but his 
fexample, because of the distinction he has 
been given through the act of the people^ 
is of greater value than that of the voter 
who does not till a place of high im­ 
portance. 
•It testified to the equality of the electors 
of the country, it is true, but of that uo 
voter is ignorant. Thousands do, how­ 
ever, fail to express themselves at the 
ballot-box, and not through inability, but 
because of sheer neglect and preoccupa­ 
tion. Against such neglect and indiffer­ 
ence the vote of the President was a pre­ 
test. When Mr. Cleveland was President 
he took the same view of the matter and 
traveled to his home from the National 
Capital for no other purpose than to assert 
his right as a private citizen and a sov­ 
ereign. In view of such examples, the 
men who last Tuesday, no matter what 
their political beliefs, failed or refused to 
go to the polls and add another unit to the 
total, ought to feel -hame for their re­ 
fusal to take part in the making of the 
laws and the appointing of the officers to 
execute them. 
We may never expect to have a law to 
compel men to vote. The act must be 
voluntary to be of any value to the State 
or the nation ; but we may entertain hope 
of the dawn of a period in which such 
failure as that complained of will he es­ 
teemed by all good citizens as an offense te 
the community, a stigma upon the charac­ 
ter of one’s citizenship, a reproach which 
no man will be willing to incur. The 
voter who is too good, too clean to mingle 
with his fellows before the ballot-box in 
the supreme act of sovereignty, is too good 
for American citizenship. The elector 
who is too busy to discharge the highest 


of any yet made. 
The outcome will be 
disastrous for both parties. The conflicts 
of this order in England that the Unions 
have not been able to control, or the em­ 
ployers to settle in their incipiency, have 
proved of great injury to trade and labor. 
Yet it would seem that they must come, 
and that through such industrial wars the 
readjustment of the relations of laborers 
and employers only can be worked out aud 
social issue» closed. Years ago Professor 
Sumner, the political economist, took this 
view and declared that society has nothing 
to fear from the final outcome ol these 
struggles, since they are incidents of 
liberty. 
Nevertheless, the immediate re­ 
sults of such monster revolts are very 
damaging to both contestants, and scarcely 
less so to the innocent non-contestants. In 
no country have Trades Unions attained 
such growth, or developed such capacity 
as in England, but they do not by any 
means include all workers, and it is those 
who are without the registered Friendly 
Societies and who are attached to the 
associations having no benefit funds, as 
well as those attached to no organizations 
whatever, that are about to precipitate a 
great struggle. Some observers believe 
that even yet the old L'nions will be able 
to prevent the revolt, and that conserva­ 
tive elements will succeed in adjusting the 
difficulties that have arisen. If so the 
Unions of England will achieve a more 
emphatic victory than any possible temp­ 
orary triumph by laborers over manu­ 
facturers. 
It has not been more than four weeks 
since the American Minister at St. Peters­ 
burg officially announced that the stories 
of the anti-Jewish troubles were all moon­ 
shine. and that uo such anti-Semitic laws 
were being enforced or contemplated, as 
the reports referred to. Moreover, he had 
the assurance of the Home Secretary of 
the Czar’s Government that not for a mo­ 
ment had the Emperor contemplated any 
raids upon the Jews of Russia. Now, 
however, we have thoroughly well ac­ 
credited dispatches announcing that the 
Director-General of the Russian police 
has issued the order of the Empire under 
official seal, directing that the proscriptive 
laws against the Jews shall be at once en­ 
forced, and with rigor. Minister Smith 
must have been deceived by General 
Groesser and the Russian Secretary. It is 
now certain that the Russian Government 
has been preparing for an issuance of the 
order for the last three months, and that 
at the very time when it disclaimed such 
intention to Minister Smith, it was hav­ 
ing the proclamations printed. However, 
it was none of our Minister's business, and 
it may be that the Russian lied to him, 
as a politely rude way of intimating that 
in asking about the intentions of the Gov­ 
ernment he was exceeding hi3 authority, 
and going beyond the office of his mission. 
I f the opposition of the New York 
Evening Post to the Tammatiy ticket had 
anything to do with the overwhelming 
triumph of Tammany last Tuesday, it 
would be well for the victors to employ 
the Post to fight them constantly. "We do 
not recall in all political history of which 
we have knowledge, so bitter, persistent 
and generally strong opposition as the Post 
made to Tammany; there is probably no 
instance of any newspaper making so vig­ 
orous a personal and so courageous a fight 
against a political influence. The out­ 
come seems to prove that the antagonism 
of the paper, staid, clean and powerful as it 
is, actually served to augment the major­ 
ity of Tammany over all opponents. It is 
possibly a lesson teaching that personal 
assault in campaigns is not good policy, 
and that it no longer has any influence 
among the people. 
There were some 
things in the result of the election in San 
Francisco last Tuesday that point in the 
same direction. Candidates personally as­ 
sailed by the local press, and against whom 
the most was said, appear to have the 
largest majorities, as verdicts of the peo­ 
ple sitting as jurors in the cases. In all 
this there is suggestion that journalists 
may well ponder.

WEST INDIES HALF-BREEDS. 
Men and Women with Good Figares and 
Graceful Walk. 
The half-breeds of the West Indies are 
called the finest mixed race of the An­ 
tilles. Tall, supple, straight as palms, these 
for- -colored women and men impress one by 
their dignity of carriage and easy motion. 
They walk without swinging the shoul­ 
ders ; the perfectly set torso seems to re­ 
main rigid, yet the step is a full stride, and 
the whole weight is poisedspringilv on the 
very tip of the bare foot. All, or nearly 
all, are without shoes, and the passing of 
hundreds of naked feet makes a great 
whispering sound over the pavements. 
But vrhat produces the most novel 
impression on the stranger is the singular­ 
ity and brilliancy of the women’s cos­ 
tumes. They were developed at least a 
hundred years ago by a curious sumptuary 
law regulating the dress of slaves and col­ 
ored people of free condition, a law which 
allowed considerable liberty as to material 
and tint, prescribing only form. The 
coiffure especially is striking. It is only 
an immense Madras handkerchief, which 
is folded about ilia head with admirable 
art, like a turban, one bright end, pushed 
through at the top in front, being left 
sticking lip like a plume. Then this tur­ 
ban, always fuil of bright canary color, is 
fastened with great golden or silver 
brooches one in front and one at either 
side.The remainder of the dress is an em­ 
broidered, low-cut cliemisa with sleeves; 
a skirt or jupe, quite short in front and 
very long behind, blit caught up and fast­ 
ened in front below the breast so as to 
bring the hem everywhere to a level with 
the end of the long chemise ; and finally a 
foulard, or silken kerchief thrown over 
the shoulders. The jupes and foulards, 
however, are bright crimson, bright yel­ 
low, bright blue, bright green, lilac, vio­ 
let, rose, sometimes mingled together in 
plaidings, or checkerings, or stripings; 
black with orange, sky-blue with purple. 
To this display add tbe effect of costly and 
curious jewelry, immense ear-rings, each 
pendant being formed of five gold cylin­ 
ders joined together, the cylinders some­ 
times two inches long and one inch at 
least in circumference. 


Onions and Strong Coffee. 
One of the healthiest vegetables, if not 
the healthiest one grown, is the onion, yet, 
strange to say, but few people use it as lib­ 
erally as they should. Boiled onions used 
frequently in a family of chiljryp will 
ward off many of the diseases to which the 
little ones are subject. The principle ob­ 
jection to the promiscuous use of this vege­ 
table is that the odor exhaled after eating 
is so offensive. A cup of strong coffee 
taken immediately after eating is claimed 
to he excellent in counteracting this effect. 
Although for a day or so after eating 
onions the breath may have a disagreeable 
order, yet after this time it will be much 
sweeter than before. 
For croup, anion poultices are used with 
success, providing the child is kept out of 
drafts, and a sudden chill avoided. The 
jioultices are made by warming the onions 
in gooie oil until soft, then putting them 
on the child’s feet and chest as hot as they 
can lie borne. Unless in very obstinate 
cases, when taken in-time, the croup read­ 
ily vields to the onions. This, although 
an old-fashioned remedy, is a good one, as 
any mother who has brought up a family 
of children can attest. 
Onions are excellent blood purifiers, and 
for eradicating boils or any of the blood 
humors are very efficacious. 
_ 
good for the complexion, and a friend who 
has a wonderfully clear, fine complexion 
attributes it to the liberal ase of onions as [ 
a food. 
People suffering from nervous troubles i 
are much benefited by using these vege­ 
tables frequently, either cooked or raw. 
When troubled with a hard cough, if a raw 
onion is eaten, the phlegm will loosen al­ 
most immediately, and can be removed 
with very little effort. A raw onion is 
made much more palatable, if, when eat­ 
ing, a little salt or pepper is used as a 
seasoning. Those troubled with wakeful­ 
ness may insure a good night’s rest, often, 
if just before retiring they eat a raw 
cnion. 
There are few aches to which children 


are subject as hard to bear and as painful 
as earache. One of the best remedies we 
know is to take out the heart of an onion 
(a red onion is the best if it can be had, al­ 
though lacking this kind any other can be 
used) anil roast it. When soft, so it can be 
handled without mushing, put it into the 
affected ear as hot as can lie borne. Unles3 
the cause is deeper than ordinarily, the 
pain will cease in a very short time and 
will not return. 
A cough syrup in which onions form aa 
important part is made by taking ene cup 
of vinegar, one cup of molasses and one- 
half cup of cut-up onions. Put on the 
stove and simmer about half an hour, or 
until the onions are soft. Then remove 
and strain. Take a teaspoonful of this fre­ 
quently, when troubled with a cough, and 
unless very deep-seated, the cough will not 
last long.— Farm and Fireside. 
He Was Not a Canary Bird. 
They were bride and groom, and she 
was a guileless tiling who had been 
brought up in the mountains of Pennsyl­ 
vania. They had come to Atlantic City 
on their tour, and, like everybody else, 
took the trip down to the inlet, from 
which all the sailing and fishing boats go 
out. A party had just come in with a 
pailful of crabs, and the old grandfather 
of crabs was on top of the lot. He was 
chagrined, mad, red-hot, and he was ach­ 
ing to prove to the world that a crab could 
die fighting. This guileless bride had 
never seen an ocean crab before, and she 
uttered little screams of wonder and de­ 
light. Nay, more, she bent over and 
lifted old grandfather up in her plump, 
white hand for closer examination. His 
chance had come. He took hold. In one 
minute her shrieks had assembled 500 peo­ 
ple, and ten seconds later sbe fainted dead 
away and upset her husband over a bait 
box. A fisherman out with his knife and 
stabbed the crab in the back and then cut 
him loose, and a carriage was called and 
the bride with the bleeding finger was 
borne sobbing away, never, no, never, to 
pick up an old crab again to see whether 
lie was a butterfly or a canary bird.—De­ 
troit Free Press.

THE SACRAMENTO CLUB HAS A GOOD 
DAT'S SPORT. 


An Exciting 120-yard H andicap Race

There was plenty of sport in the athletic 
line yesterday on the Sacramento Athletic 
Club’s new track at East Park. 
The club makes a feature cf its Sunday 
morning practices at the park, and they are 
always well attended. But yesterday morn­ 
ing a special event was on the programme, 
which brought out an unusual attendance, 
both of club membeis and outsiders. This 
event was a 120-yard handicap raC9 for 
club amateurs only, the entries and Lardi- 
caps being os follows: Charles Bauer, 
scratch; Sydney I.ice, one yard; W. R. 
Flint, scratch; Ed. M. Simpson, three yards; 
J. W. Greenlaw, Jr., four yards; W. E. New- 
bert, two yards; F. \V. Whitmore, four 
yards; T. S. Manson, five yards; Frank 
Welch, three yards, and James Barley, five 
yards. 
The entries all filled with the exception 
of Newbert, Whitmore, Greenlaw and 
Manson. 
A. I.. Ripley acted as < fficial starler. and 
did splendidly, sending the men off well 
together and’ withoat advantage to any­ 
body. 
It was a beautiful race. 
There was not a noticeable chaDge of 
position until after the fifty-yard mark 
had been passed. Then Bauer, ihe club’s 
crack sprinter, began to “dig.” One by 
one he passed the handicap men until oulv 
Bariev was between him and victory. 
Bar.ey realized that in order to win be 
would have to turn himself loose for all he 
was worth, and ha did. Bauer fought 
pluckiiy but the handicap, together with 
Barley’s fl et footedness, was a little too 
much for him. 
Ber’.ey breasted the tape 
first, with the champion about two feet be­ 
hind him. 
i 
Campbell came in a good third, and the 
others were well bunched behind him. 
Barley’s time for the race was 13J sec­ 
onds, which is very fast, considering the 
fact that the track was rather slow. The 
prize offered for this event was a handsome 
pair of running shoes. 
After the main event other impromptu 
races were made up, and some r f them 
were splendid exhibitions, and demon­ 
strated that the Sacramento Club possesses 
some amateur sprinters who are likely to 
dnplicate the work done last week by its 
boxers at San Francisco, when the next 
opportunity presents itself. 
Bauer ran two fifty-yard trial hea's with 
Mr. Wilson, a professional, the time for 
the first being six and a quarter seconds 
aod the second in six seconds. They were 
both pretty exhibitions. 
The next was a 100-yard scratch race, in 
which five club members took part. It was 
a tight race, and was made in eleven and a 
half seconds by the winner. Bauer. 
Line and Welch ran a mile in fair time, 
Line winning. 
The next was a 120 vatd hurdle race be­ 
tween Line and Campbell. The la'ter Í3 
the young man who, at the State Fair 
races, so surprised the San Francisco crack 
hurdlers. It was the first time he ever 
competed in a race of that kind—in fact, it 
was th« first time he ever jumped a hurdle 
—yet he ran third in a race with some of 
the best hurdlers on the Pacific coast. Yes­ 
terday's event was watched with consider­ 
able interest as Line has shown a remark­ 
able 8ptitude for hurdling, and his friends 
considered him a foe worthy of Campbell’s 
steel, so to speak. 
Starter Ripley sent the men off in tine 
style, and then began a beautiful struggle. 
At each hurdle the men jumped simul­ 
taneously. It seemed that neither could 
gain advantage. At the fifth hurdle Camp­ 
bell appeared to be gaining, but at the 
seventh Line had caught him and seemed 
to have a trifle of advantage. They were 
on even terms again as they rushed for the 
last hurdle. Campbell cleared it all right, 
but Line misgauged it, and fell. But for 
this unfortunate accident they would un­ 
doubtedly have finished cn even terms. 
Campbell’s time was 21 seconds. 
Altogether, the day was a most success­ 
ful one, and the spectators enjoyed the 
sport. Owing to the success of yesterday's 
meeting the club will in all probability 
decide to have special races for prizes 89 
often as possible. A special 220 yard handi­ 
cap for next Snnday is being talked of, and 
as there are a large number of runners who 
believe that they can show to advantage at 
this distance, the event will, if it takes 
place, be an exciting one.

PROBABLY A MISTAKE. 
Sacramentan» Said to be Butchering 
Deer in El Dorado County, 
The last issue of the El Dorado Republi­ 
can contained the following paragraph: 
"A gentleman who recently came down 
from the neighborhood of Silver Creek, 
states that several parties of hunters from 
Sacramento, Brighton and Folsom, are 
slaughtering what few deer are left by the 
severities of last winter, killing does and 
fawns indiscriminately. Parties who pos 
sess such information ought to complain to 
the proper officers ai d have such hunters 
prosecuted. 
"The deer are very f catce in the mount­ 
ains, and unless they are protected they 
will soou become almost extinct. In the 
region of the Rubicon, where they could 
be seen by the hundred five years ago, 
there are now very few left, and more bears 
and California lions aie to be seen thau 
deer.” 
While there are persons in this com­ 
munity, as well as in most others, who 
would slaughter the last deer in the State 
if by so doing they could make a half-dol­ 
lar, it is more than likely that urns ot 
them are now off the home “reservation.” 
The duck-shooting season is new on in this 
locality, and those who have a taste for 
slaughtering innorents can indulge that 
taste more easily io sneaking on a lot of 
feeding ducks than hunting deer. 
The clas9 of valleyites who go to the 
mountains in the summer time to slay deer 
haven’t the grit to go there in November 
and endure the cold nights and the hard­ 
ships of deer-slalking. The Placerviile 
paper must have made a mistake in the 
nationality of the hide-hunters.

THE PAINE BREAK. 


Prem ising Outlook for the Fiehl Trial» 
to Take Place in January. 
The next field trials under the auspices 
of the Pacific Coast Field Trial Club—an 
institution which had its origin among 
Sacramento sportsmen—will be held near 
Bakersfield, Kern county, commencing on 
the 2Gth of January, and lasting one week. 
This promises to be one of the most in­ 
teresting meetings yet held. The entries 
to the puppy stakes number twenty-six. 
and it is expected the derby will be the 
largest in point of number of staiters since 
the organization of the club. The all-age 
stake should also have a large field of 
starters, as there are more good setters and 
pointers in the State than ever before. 
At a recent meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the ciub R. T. Vauderwort, 
D. M. Pyle and N. C. Nelson were elected 
Judges. 
It is now nine years since the field trials 
were inaugurated, the first two meetings 
being helii at Walltown Timber, in this 
county. At the inaugural meeting the 
winning doc in the all-age e'ake was the 
famous Gordon setter Dorr, owned by Mr. 
Fred A. Taft, of Truckee. Mr. Taft is now 
residing at Dedham, Massachusetts, and a 
recent letter from him shows that he is 
haviug a good time among the lulls a few 
miles ont from Boston. Old Dorris stiil at 
Truckee, bnt too rheumatic to follow the 
gun, and bis declining years are being pa=t 
ip peace and quiet at the home of Mr. Van 
Alstine. 
The first derby winner on that memora­ 
ble occasiou was General Cosby's pointer 
Bow, Jr., and for a young dog he made a 
splendid showing. Bow is still in the pos­ 
session of his first owner, and is good for 
many years’ service afield. 
Since then new dogs have come to the 
front each year, and the interest in field 
trials ha3 increased greatly. 
There are 
now four or five regularly established 
breakers’ kennels in the State, and even 
more breeders' kennels, where some of the 
finest strains of “bird” dogs are bred. One 
of the best is the California Kennel, main­ 
tained in this city by Messrs. C. N. Post 
and George \T. Watson. It is confined to 
the breeding of Llewellyn setters, and 
every year since its establishment its dogs 
have won fame at the field trials. 
The pointer kennel of George W. Bass- 
ford of Solano county has also been prom­ 
inent among the successful ones at these 
trials. 
For the last three years the club has held 
its annual trials on the plains of Kern 
county, near Bakersfield, where the quails 
are protfcci on the lauds of Messrs. Hag- 
gin A Carr. The grounds are splendidly 
adapted for the purpose, and is probably 
the finest fiehl trial grounds In the Union. 
The country is open, and there is no 
brush to obsctire the dogs in their work. 
Ladies and gentlemen are enabled to follow 
the animals in carriages and witness the 
sport—something that is uot possible on 
a n y other field-trial grounds in the coun­ 
try. The highest cover is a sort of sage- 
weed, about a foot and a half high, while 
the prevailing cover is a 1 w-growingalkali 
gras», which affords a spiesd;d hiding 
piece for the birds, where they lie well to 
the dog. 
. 
These annual meetings ol tne Field 
Trial Club a r e always largely attended.by 
the better class of sportsmen—gentlemen 
who are not known as "game butchers,” 
but who care more to see good work done 
by highly-bred and well-trained poin'ers 
and setters than to fill their game-osgs or 
their wagons with game. 
Bakersfield has the credit of hav.ng one 
of the finest shooting clubs on the coast. 
Its members are ail gentlemen, and they 
turn out in a body to welcome and enter­ 
tain their visiting brother sportsmen at 
field-trial times. 
. 
These trials have awakened a new inter­ 
est among the sportsmen of the State, who 
come from all parts to witness them and 
indulge in a day or two of shooting outside 
the field-trial grounds. The comiDg meet­ 
ing promises fine sport, and it is expected 
that visitors will be present from far and 
near. 


Yolo's Supervisor» Inspect ilie New Levee 
and Say It Is btrofg. 
On Saturday the membeis of the Board 
of Supervisors visited the Paine break and 
Todhnnter road to inspect the work that 
has recently been done at those places. 
Supervisor York stated to a Woodland 
Mail reporter that the work on the Paine 
break had been performed in a commend­ 
able manner, and it was the opinion of tne 
Board that the break would stand the 
pressure of the winter fl ods. The crown 
of the break is eighteen feet wide, being 
two feet wider than the specifications called 
for. The citizens of Washington have vol­ 
unteered to place a mattress of brush on 
the sides of the break, thereby strengthen­ 
ing it. 
Mr. York also stated that the new road 
was a fine piece of work. If also was made 
two feet wider than the contract called for, 
it being sixteen feet in width on top and 
very level.

THE BASEBALL EXCURSION A SUC­ 
CESS, BUT NOT THE GAME. 


Tin-Horng Caliope* and Cow-Bells Could 
Not Win the Gams for 
the Sacramentos. 


A crowd of over 400 people, plentifully 
supplied with caliopes, cow-bells, tin-horns 
and a number of other indescribable instru­ 
ments of no earthly use but for making 
noise, went down to San Francisco yester­ 
day morning on the baseball excursion 
train, ostensibly to give the Sacramentos a 
grand rally when they accomplished the 
defeat of the Oakland aggregation of base­ 
ball players. 
The excursionists were a merry party, 
and fortunately none of the rowdy element 
w as present to mar the jollity of the occa­ 
sion. About one fourth of the party were 
ladies, and all voted the trip a delightfol 
affair, but the unanimous verdict was that 
it would have been ten-fold more so had 
the game resulted differently. 
"Who won the game?” was the question 
asked of the Sacramento people by dizens 
afit-r the contest was over. 
The general reply to such questions was: 
“Oh! We don’t know; we haven't been 
out to see it.” Everybody was mum, and 
the crowd of Sacramento people left the 
metropolis as quietly as was possible. The 
cow bells were stowed away in overcoat 
pockets and stuffed with paper. The horns 
were doomed, and altogether silence reigned 
supreme during aud following the mem­ 
orable gsme in which the Oaklands rolled 
the Sacramentos in the dust and then 
rubbed it into them. The Sacramento club 
was certainly ont of 1 nek and was probably 
never before defeated in such a disgraceful 
manner as they were yesterday. The nine, 
with one or two exceptions, played like a 
lot of schoolboys, and the majority of the 
players seemed to have a bad case of 
"rattles.” Their practice work was hor­ 
rible, and improved upon but little during 
the progress of the game. 
The Oaklands slugged Kilrov's curves, 
and also improved their baiting records 
considerably when Hoffman attempted to 
pitch. Reitz took a hand at twirliDg, and 
still the ball was kept moving with the 
same regularity. The Oaklands won sim­ 
ply because they played perfect ball aud 
batted harder than they usually do. In 
their run-getting they wire aided greatly 
by the weak playing of the visitmg team, a 
lact which only four earned runs out of the 
fourteen goes to prove. 
Bowman appeared to be the only cool 
man in the Senatorial team, but on ac­ 
count of an accident which happened to 
Stapleton, he did not catch during the en­ 
tire game, being changed to play first base. 
This necessitated several other alterations 
in the positions of the players. 
Stapleton retired in the first inning, when 
Dooley, oae of the Oakland players who 
claimed to have brought out tome new 
Eastern tricks, ran into him on first base, 
striking him in the side with his knee and 
so injuring his kidDeys that the Sacra­ 
mento first baseman was not able to stand 
on his feet sgain. The greater portion of 
those present believed (tni it certainly 
looked.as if they were right) that the act 
on Dooley’s part was intentional. Staple­ 
ton was notin his way at all, but Dooley 
deliberately ran out ot ihe line into Staple­ 
ton to prevent his making a double play. 
After play bad been resumed Dooley 
walked to his seat smiling and he was 
roundly hissed by the crowd. 
About 12.0C0 people witnessed the game, 
and it was probably one of the greatest 
gatherings that has ever met in the ball 
park. The train reached home at 10:30

CITRUS PAIRS. 
the 
Interior Towns About to Renew 
Struggle for Them . 
It will be remembered that the last Legis­ 
lature made provision for the holding of 
citrus fairs annually—one in the northern 
and the other in the southern portion of 
the State—under the general management 
of the State Board of Agriculture. Last 
year the former was held at Orovilie, al­ 
though several towns competed for the 
honor. 
Secretary Smith of the State Board has 
already sent out notice to the towns north 
of here that the Board will meet in Sacra­ 
mento Tuesday. December 2, 1S99, at 3 
o’clock p. m to select a location to hold the 
next citrus fairs. It is known that one will 
be held in Los Angeles and the other some­ 
where in Central or Northern California, 
not yet agreed upon. There is $5,000 of 
the appropriation remaining to be ex­ 
pended on the two fairs this winter, $2,500 
to each of them. The money is intended 
to be paid for premiums only and will be 
as much as is rtquired for that purpose, 
but there are otber expenses to be met, 
which will require considerable money be­ 
side the entrance mouey and admission 
fee.Sacramento did not last year compete for 
the honor of selection as the place for hold­ 
ing the fair, and there has been no atten­ 
tion paid to the matter thus far this season. 
One fact is, however, apparent—that very 
little is gained by holding exhibitions of 
this kind in small towns where they are 
visited by very few persons from ouiside 
places. The best place in which to give a 
California citrus exhibit is either New 
York or Chicago, but when held within the 
State it should be where the exhibits will 
be seen by stiangers who are not familiar 
with the fact that oranges, lemons, etc . are 
grown profitably in the northern as well as 
the southern part of the State. 
WANTED TO VOTE STRAIGHT. 
W hereupon a D em ocrat Protest» W ith a 
F atal Dose of Lea'd. 
There is said to have been more scratch­ 
ing of Republican tickets done in Placer 
county at the late election than was ever 
before known there. 
Ail parts of the

He was a pio­ 
neer resident of the Divide, and his old 
homestead near Bath was a frequent resort 
for his friends and neighbors. Mr. Cow­ 
gill ¡9 also an old resident, of v»ry positive 
aad overbearing ways, especially when in 
liquor. He has for many years attended 
the Todds valley ditch. He is 75 years old 
at»d also has many frienda. Everybody 
regrets tlia occurrence. Cowgill had his 
examination at Forest Hill, and is bound 
over to appear before the superior Court on 
the charge of murdet. He was brought 
to Auburn and lodged in jail on Thurs­ 
day.”

MILK FROM DISEASED CATTLE OFTEN 
CAUSES DIPHTHERIA. 


Results ol Resent Experiments Show 
That Dairymen Should Keep 
Their Cows Healthy. 


A paper read before the Royal Society 
of England by Dr. E. Klein in May last, 
and recently published, contains some re­ 
markable facts in regard to the nature of 
diphtheria in cows, and its fffect upon the 
miik, which are of surpassing interest to 
intelligent dairymen and consumers of 
miik. The facts are more important for 
the reason that this serious disorder has all 
the outward manifestations of a very com­ 
mon disease among cows, known as covr- 
pox, or vaccine variola, and which from its 
simple character rarely attracts notice 
among the owners of cows, whether they 
be private persons keeping a cow for the 
domestic supply, or farmers, or dairymen 
This simpie disease is a mild specific fever, 
which presents no serious symptoms be­ 
yond a sometimes inconvenient eruption 
upon the teats of the cow, that may inter­ 
fere with tbe operation of milking, Irom 
their soreness during the short continuance 
of the disease, or noon the udder, where 
they cause no inconvenience whatever. 
This disease rarely lasts longer than fif­ 
teen or twenty day9, when the eruption 
dries up, forms scabs, which drop off. and 
rapid healing fo'lows. The eruption ap­ 
pears as small pustules, whicb bee me 
ve3icies, containing a fluid serum tnat 
changes to pus, wbich finally forms the 
dry brownish scab which is used by physi­ 
cians as the vaccinating virus tor the pre­ 
vention of smali-pox. These pustules are 
surrounded by a red ring of inflammation 
ami underlaid by a somewhat hard nodule. 
They become in time flattened and de­ 
pressed int he center, and soon after—if not 
broken in the act of milkiug or by vio­ 
lence-dry up. as mentioned. Very simi­ 
lar postules appear as the outward and 
visible symptoms of the more serious dis 
ease, which is so closely related to the hu­ 
man diphtheria as to be convtyable to per­ 
sons and animals through inoculation by 
the viru- or through the milk. Consequent 
ly, a cow affected with this disease may be 
very easily supposed to be suffering only 
from the scarcely serious cowpex or variola, 
and so much injury may result from the 
mistake as to call for more than ordinary 
notice and precaution. 
The experiments related by Dr. Klein are 
es follows: During sime vears past various 
outbreaks of diphtheria among residents of 
the city of London, in 1883, led to careful 
investigations, by which they were traced 
to the use of miik taken from cows sup­ 
posed to be in good health, but which had 
chaps or sores upon the teat9. Other cows 
examined nnder suspicion were found to 
be in apparent (.ood health, but had sires 
and crust9 on the udder and teats. No 
substantial evidence was consequently 
found to connect the numerous cases cf 
diphtheria—so many, in fact, as to amount 
to an epidemic—with the actual disease in 
the cows until a thorough investigation 
was made. 
In the course of this investigation two 
cows were inoculated with a cuitare of 
diphtheria bacilli taken from a person *ut 
fering trom the disease. It ts unnecessary 
to rocapitulate the results of the experi 
ment further than that after the operation 
there app-ared on the udder and teats red 
raised pustules, which soon changed into 
vesicles surrounded with the red ring 
which is characteristic of the cow-pox. 
The vesicles contained a clear lymph, and 
were underlaid by hard rodule. The next 
day the vesicles changed into pustules con­ 
taining pus; in another day these dried 
into crusts with 3ores underneath ; in two 
days more the cru-ts became thicker and 
larVer. and soon fell off, leaving dry, heal­ 
ing sores. All this happened in from five 
to seven days, which is precisely the time 
in which the same manifestations occur in 
the cow-pox, and, as in this disease, fresh 
vesicles appeared, passing through 'he same 
stage, constantly between fbe tilth and 
eleventh days alter the inoculation. 
Tbe milk drawn from one of the cows on 
the fifth dsy was examined, and thirty two 
colonies of the diphtheria bacilli were 
found In less than one teaspoonful of it 
(one cubic centimeter). The matter from 
the pustules was found by microscopical 
examination to contain the bacilli. and the 
vims injected into two calves caused the 
characteristic eruption of vesicles changing 
into pustules and dry crusts, as in cows. 
Thecaives, too, were affected by the same 
bronchial inflammation and pneumonia 
which appeared in the cows soon after in­ 
oculation with the cultivated germs of the 
human diphtheria, and the presence of the 
bacilli was exhibited in them as in the 
cows in the tumors formed at the placs of 
inoculation. In fact, the whcle system, 
the lanes, the iiver, the heart and the mus­ 
cular tissues were pervaded by the diph­ 
theria bacilli. Thus the contagious nature 
of the disease was clearly ascertained both 
of the virus of a humar, subject and from 
the cows, and also the fact that it is ab­ 
sorbed into tbe whole system including the 
udder, and that it escapes in the m’lk and 
contaminates it. 
Later an accidental occurrence proved 
that the diphtheria is conveyed by the dis­ 
eased milk in the same ferm, viz., the 
prevalent false membrane of the throa: 
in animals in which this disease manifests 
itself in this way. 
Many experiments 
have been made with cats which are sub­ 
ject to the disease in precisely this form, 
8nd which are known beyond question to 
contract the disease by infection from per­ 
sons, and to commnnicate it to them in 
turn. The milk taken from one of the in­ 
oculated cows above mentioned on tbe fifth 
day after the operation was ordered to be 
destroyed. But this order was dÍ3obevtd, 
and part of it was given to two cats. These 
cats became sick, and soon after died of 
diphtheria. 
This evidence go s to prove beyond ques­ 
tion the fact that milk of diphtheritic 
cows carries the disease with it, and justi­ 
fies the suspicion of the phys;ci*ns attend­ 
ing the casesout i f which the investigaron 
grew at first. No uncertainty can now ex­ 
ist in regard to this most important matter, 
and the imminent danger that, from the 
similarity between the appearances upon 
the udder and teats of cows in the frequent, 
occurring cowpox and in the fatal d ph- 
theria, this may be mistaken for that in 
more cases than person* interested may b? 
aware of.

“Why, of course I could do it, only I am 
not such a fool 1” 
In vain I assured him that the insects 
were harmless, in vain urged him to clutch 
a small swarm which crawled upon the 
fence close by. But prejudice is a difficult 
obstacle, especially in matters of this 
kind, and I was obliged to caress my wasps 
alone. 
“It is all in the way you do it,” I ob­ 
served, as I picked up two at once from 
the summit of a golden-rod, and rolled 
them into one waspy jumble between my 
fingers, and then let them loose npon the 
wing, none the worse bodily, even though 
somewhat richer in experience. 
At length, after much persuasion, my 
friend’s credulity was overcome to the 
point of trial, and he grasped his wasp with 
true heroism, holding las breath mean­ 
while, and bringing ail his hypnotic power, 
as he said, to bear upon the victim, and to 
this alone he attributed his escajie from the 
insect’s sting; for he handle it without the 
slightest harm. 
“You are right,” he said; “it is all in the 
way you do it.” 
But his next essay was not so conspicu­ 
ous a success, and I express it but mildly 
when I say that he has done with this sort 
of amusement for all time. 
There is, in truth, a right way and a 
wrong way in the handling of a wasp. 
The safest season for experiment is in 
September. You are then certain to find 
your wasps in numbers upon the goldea- 
rods. Creep up slyly, hold your open 
palm within a foot of the insect, and 
murmur to your inmost self the following 
brief sentiment, 
“Polistes! 
Polistes' 
bifrons! proponito faciera!” and wait until 
the insect turns towards you, which it is 
more or less certain to do; then with a 
quick clutch grasp your prize. It is not 
necessary to hold your breath or wet your 
fingers, as is commonly supposed; the 
above classic charm will work quite as 
well without. After holding the insect in 
the center of your ham! for a moment, 
take him boldly between your fingers, roll 
him, pull him, squeeze hiiu, and twirl him 
as vou will; no amount of abuse will in­ 
duce him to sting. Perfect faith in the 
above will euabie any one to handle a 
wasp with impunity. 
P. S.—I almost forgot to mention that it 
is always safest to experiment with white­ 
faced wasps, as these are drones, and have 
no sting.— Harpers founy People.
